This 4s not to suggest that 
the United States abandon its 
support for the Nationalists. 
On the contrary, an abrupt 
switch of that sort might only 
confirm Russian suspicions 
that Washington and Peking 
are colliding against the 
Soviet Union. 

A more subtle gesture by 
‘the administration, though, 
would be to call a quiet halt to 
the past U.S. practice of 
twisting the arms of other UN 
members in order to persuade 
them to oppose Peking’s 
representation. 

Such a gesture would not 
only underline U.S. neutrality 
im the Sino-Soviet dispute, but 
it could also lend credence to 
assertions that the adminis- 
tration is seeking to bring 
China out of its isolation. In 
addition, it would be politi- 
cally inexpensive. 

First, while they publicly 
back Peking’s demand for a 
place in the UN, the Russians 
have been deviously lobbying 
to keep their Communist foes 
out of the organization. Last 
year, for example, they pub- 
lished an angry blast egainst 
Peking the very morning of 
the representation vote in the 
general assembly. 

Moreover, Peking’s s tu b- 
born opposition to a Vietnam 
settlement, the nuclear test- 
ban treaty and other efforts to 
lessen world tensions has 
damaged its reputation to 
such an extent that fit cannot 
hope to gain the Lange seat 
at the UN. 

At the moment, theceboes:, 
the United States can assume’ * 
a@ more relaxed position oh the 
Chi-rep issue in the knowledge 
that Peking does not have a 
Chinaman’s chance of winning

With the pressure to block

of 1.2 million tons of TNT is sched- 
uled in October on the island of 
Amchitka, at the western end of 
the Aleutian chain.

can avert the occurrence, and that 


So an- 
other step will be taken along the 
hazardous route of nuclear experi- 
mentation: The traditional argu- 
ment that“the national defence of 
the United States demands the ex- 
plosion is again being employed. 


The project has roused the op- 
position of wild life conservationists, 
antl<Bomb ‘protesters and those who 
fear serious effects in the form of 
earthquakes, tidal waves and. other 
dangers.. The basic question is, of 
course, whether this experiment is 
a justifiable step in scientific prog- 
res$ or an unnecessary demonstra- 
tion of expertise which could pro- 
ducé tragic consequences. And back 
of this question is the widespread 
coneern that a dangerous step is be- 
ing taken by a faceless bureaucracy 
which appears’ to be immune from 
public protests. 


That fear is not without founda- 
tion, The death of six thousand 
sheep in Utah last year has been 
directly attributed to the uncon- 
trolled escape of deadly nerve gas 
from a testing station. In Hawaii 
last week there were angry protests 
following the disclosure that toxic 
nerve gases had been tested on the 
island during 1966 and 1967. The 
United States Army earlier had de- 
ied that any such tests had taken 
place. This “Jack of candor” is be- 
ing.criticized at government levels; 
the site in Hawaii had been leased 
to the Army for ‘classified meteoro- 


lo ‘and related tests.” The high-~ 


ly publicized project whereby the 
Army recently would have trans- 
ported many tons of deadly gas by 
rail from Colorado to the Atlantic 
coast for dumping was another in- 
stance of hazardously bad judgment 


whose implementation was stopped 
only by publicity at the last 
moment. 

Thus the Aleutian nuclear proj- 
ect entails much more than the pos- 
sibly disastrous physical effects. I 
has not been arranged in secret 
But is an example of the new prac 
tice of conducting experiments 
which may entail major threats to 
the world environment, yet in which 
the public has no official say. Only 
disclosure, sornetimes apparently ac- 
cidental, and resultant publicity, 
have had any deterrent effects. 


It would be foolish, of course, 
to take the stand that experimenta- 
tion, even that entailing risks, 
should come to a halt. The tide of 
this century cannot be reversed, nor 
should it, for whatever material pro- 
gress is to be achieved by man de- 
pends on a continuation of our wide- 
ly diversified explorations of nature. 
But we must recognize as well that 
we live upon a planet which must 
be kept habitable; it should not be 
subject to grave threats by bureau- 
crats acting on their own discretion 
and motivated by zeal to learn more 
even at the expense of significant 
dangers to man and his environ- 
ment.

A Case for Repeal 


Gre OF “THE MOST CONTEN- 
tious sections of the Criminal 
Code of Canada has been that pro- 
viding for permanent imprisonment 
of the so-called “habitual criminal.” 
Many lawyers and judges have been 
unhappy about the measure and now 
it appears that something may be 
done at last to repeal it. At least 
this is the recommendation of a 
special study conducted for the Ca- 
nadian Bar Association, 
The report was made by Mr. W. 
B. Common, a former deputy at- 
tomey-general of Ontario, and, Mr. 
A. W. Mewett, professor of criminal 
law at the University of.Toronto. 
They say preventive detention for 
life cannot be justified on the ground 
of punishment because “the offend- 
er in the case of the habitual crim- 
inal has already beer punished for 
his previous offences.” What the 
court is doing, in effect, in imposing 
such a sentence is punishing a man 


for what he is and what it is feared 
he might do in the future. It is hard 
to justify a law on that basis. 

It is a law, too, that has had un- 
even application. Prosecutors in 
many centres have never attempted 
to enforce it. British Columbia, par- 
ticularly Vancouver, is one area 
where its use has been comparative- 
ly heavy. 

England recognized the iniquity 
of its habitual criminal law some 
years ago and had it repealed in 
1967. A sentence of preventive de- 
tention for not less than five years 
and not more than 14 years was 
substituted. That would be an im- 
provement over Canadian law under 
which the life detention sentence 
places a man under the control of 
police and the prisons for life with- 
out further reference to the courts, 
whether or not he is paroled. This 
is patently unjust. The law should 
be changed. 


Owners Should Act Like Owners 


HE LATEST ANNOUNCE- 
ment regarding the use of the 
armed services in Canada’s far 
north, as one means of asserting 
sovereignty over the Arctic areas, 
open up interesting new possibilities.

Roblin, as his speeches over a long 
period will show. . 

More generally, the council has been 
called to’ witness whenever the premiers 
have gathered to argue with Ottawa. The 
lack of “involvement” noted in the study 
cannot possibly therefore. be identified 
with lack of interest or irifuence. 


Attractive Argument

arguable that for this very reason its 
later reports have had considerably less 
impact than its early ones. 

Without doubt many of the subjects

original mandate since these were very 
wide. But there is plainly a temptation 
for ministers to refer any problem of 
difficulty to the council, even when, as in 
the case of combines policy, many of the 
issues to be probed are quite as much 
legal as they are economic.

Recently a Tor 
tax lawyer, Bill MacDonald 
spoke to the American Stee! 
Institute on the White Paper 


It seems. as we read it. a 
faintly gloomy prefiguring of 
the paper’s themes. Mr. Mac- 
Donald. of course, is a 
protagonist for corporations; 
his forebodings are theirs 


Before quoting his argument 
we, thought we'd mention the 
multitude. What multitude? 
The seven million individual 
income taxpayers, 80 per cent 
of whom make less than 
$10,000 a year. 


Not Much Fretting 
Over Wage Earners 


Since Carter's publication 
the flak from the corporate 
interests has been flashier 
and noisier than a night over 
the Ruhr in the early 1940s. 


Rarely does anyone on the 
executive side (judging by 
stories and pleas in financial 
and editorial pages: fret 
about the mob of wage and 
salary people who really bear 
the tax load. 


For example, the latest_tax 
Statistics we have (1967) 
show ‘6,633.68 individual 
payers $f income tax. Their 
slices built up a revenue of 
$4.2 billion. Of this 70 per cent 
came from those who made 
Jess than $10,000: 30 per cent 
came from those who made 
less than $6,000. Only five per 
cent came from those who 


had more than $235.000 of 
taxable income. 
In 1967, corporations paid 


income tax totalling $1.9_bil- 
lion. In other words, corpora- 
tions provided less than half 


of the total imcome tax 
revenue. Put another way. 
corporations _ about the 
same total as those four 


million individuals who had 
less than $7,500 in taxable 
income.

It should not be 
assessed primarily in terms of 
conformity to some _ con- 
ceptual ideal, but rather in 
terms of how it contributes to 
major national objectives.

We call it ‘Operation Re 
Creation’ we call it an.ex- 
periment in housing: 

But weil you may ask what 
all the fuss is about. What is 


so novel or different about 
house renovation? 
The differences are in the 


motivations and objectives; in 
the degree of change; and in 
this being wide open to the 


public. 

Renovation is usually an up- 
dating of an obsolete kitchen 
bathroom, wiring, plumbing, 
and so on. On that basis alone 
the experiment is entirely dis- 
similar, but more important are 
the motivations behind ‘‘Oper- 
ation Re-Creation.”’ These are 
socio-political. 


Here, briefly, is how the 


story goes: 

A residential community is 
born, land bought, subdivided, | 
built on and. sold. Proud own-| 
ers plant gardens, boulevards | 
are landscaped and maximum 
desirability is reached. 


As the homes get older,| 
changes in the-manner of living | 
and acceptable standards cause | 
obsolescence and lack of im- 
provements, with the wearing 
out of hame components com- 
pounds the problem. : Resulting | 
decrease in desirability breeds 
outright neglect in specific pro- 
perties, and the bad influence 
spreads outward like a rotten| 
apple in a barrel. 


The once proud district accel- 
erates downhill, and so does 
the value of both land and the 
homes on it, 


If this process, this cycle, 
reached a uniform and rapid | 
conclusion, all might be well, | 


because the old buildings could 
be razed and the land redevel- 
oped — even though the results 
were wasteful and costly in 
economic terms... But it doesn't 
happen that way; the life of 
the old area lingers on for 
many years, with the market | 
value of the old house gemain- | 
ing above the value of the va=| 
cant land if the improvement 
were bulldozed out. 


Naturally a few areas are 
rezoned for a higher value land 
use, as for apartments or com- 
mercial developments, but this | 
happy situation cannot and does 
not apply to the majority of 
areas 


Now the municipality involved 
Is also suffering. Assessments 
must reflect value, and if the 
tax mill rate is not continually 
increased municipal revenue 
declines at a time when serv- 
ices need -renewing and the 
municipality should be = tryinc 
to recover the desirability of 
the district through updating all 
public amenities. 

The result of this is that bet- 
fer housing and commercial 
districts have to pay excessive | 
taxes to subsidize the substan-| 
dard tax revenue areas of worn! 
out housing. This too is self| 
generating, self aggravating| 
situation which causes increas-| 
ing problems. 

There is always present a) 
degree of correcting influence. 
Some. owners improve their 
homes by redecoration, modern- | 
ization, renovations,, and this! 
elevating influence spreads sur- 
prisingly quickly and surpris- 
ingly far. But it's an uphill 
battle, though most worthwhile 

This, then, is the ‘story of 
older residential problems all 
ewer Canada, from Victoria to 
Halifax, It is accentuated by 
increasing standards of aceept- 
ability in housing, by a short- 
ace of acceptable housing, and 
hy spiralling municipal , costs 
including community amenity 
requirements 

So what are the answers, or 
one answer, when an old resi- 
dential area is not ready for 
redevelopment, and for old 
sad and unacceptable housinz 
which is tending to blight de 
sirability of an otherwise good 
area?

Storing Plants, Bulbs for Winter 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

A great decision must be made by many gardeners 
before September ends. Where will they store the dahlia 
tubers, fuchsia plants, begonia tubers, canna roots and the 


plants as annuals, Enjoy their prolific 
blooming, diseard at the end of the season 
and buy a new supply next spring. 

This also allows entirely different and 
new kinds to be grown each year, thus 
creating new effects annually. 

The change in home designs, construction materials and 
heating during the past 25 years has created difficulties for 
gardeners. who wish to store living, but dormant, plants or 
their roots for a six-month period from the end of September. 

None of the plants in the list under discussion requires a

In soils well drained and a 
location with protection of shrubs and trees on the northeast, 
fuchsias can be left in the ground. 

The only extra protection needed would ~be a few dried 
twigs or branches stuck in the ground to keep a portion of the 
Stems at soi) leve! from freezing. 

In severe weather dry peatmoss could be heaped at the 
base of these fuchsias. @

In “Today's Health’ re- 
cently there was a fine article 
on mongoloid children by Dr. 

| Cyrus W. Stimson, who is an 
| expert om the disease. He is 
| director of a laboratory in 
Northville, Mich. In the Uni- 
ted States, some 6,000 mongo- 
loid children are born every 


year. Commonly, they are 
born to women who are 
| having their children late, 


| perhaps in their 40s. Having 


| children late adds greatly to 
the danger of bearing a 
mongoloid, 

We doctors refer to this 
trouble as Down's syndrome 
| (a syndrome is a group of 
| symptoms), because a doctor 
named Dr. Langdon Down 
| first reported the trouble. 
How did these children come 

| to be called ‘‘mongoloids''? 
Because the eyes may slant a 
bit, and they may have 
curved folds in the upper lids 
close to the nose, which make 
the observer think of a 
Mongol child. These children 
are practically - all mentally 
retarded, and hence are slow 

| in developing. Fortunately, 
| they are nearly always good- 
| natured and affectionate. As a 
| mother of one such child 
wrote me a while ago, her 


little boy was loved by 
everyone on the block. 
x * * 


The child with the Down 
syndrome can be recognized 
because of a number of 
features even more significant 
than the shape of the eye and 
eyelid. The back part of his 
head may be flattened; the 
tongue may be a bit too large 
for the mouth, the neck may 
be broad and short, and the 
joints are likely to be overly 
elastic, like those of an India 
rubber baby. Mothers will 
sometimes say that they 
recognized very early that the 
baby was too limber, with too 
soft a bedy. The hands are 
often short and broad, with a 
deep crease running straight 
across each palm. There is 
likely to be a curving of the 
little fingers, and a large gap 
between the first and second 
toes. The skin’ around the 
navel may protrude when. the

| loid child in four has a heart

70—sometimes even 40. The 
measurement of the IQ may 
be very important because if 
it is around 70, the child can 
Jearn to read and write, and 
he can someday earn a living, 
while if it is below 40, he will 
be badly handicapped. Some 
experts say that the more 
intelligent child should be kept 
at home where he can be | 
taught much by his parents. If 
his intelligence is very low, he | 
may do better in a school for | 
retarded children. 

What is wrong with these 
children is that they were | 
born with 47 chromosomes | 
instead of the normal 46. The 
chromosomes are microscopic 
rods in each cell which, with 
the thousands of genes in 
them, determine what a per- | 
son is. Some. of these children 
are musical and can learn to 
play the piano. : 

* * * 

People who have had a 
mongeloid child born to them 
will ask the doctor what 
chance they have. of getting 
another mongoloid if they 
have more children. The risk 
is considerable if the mother 
is over 45, and the risk is as 
high as one in four if she or 
her husband has an abnormal- | 
ity in the chromosomes. This 
can be determined in a 
special genetic laboratory, 
usually in a university 

I have known a few families 
in which there was more than 
one mongoloid child born to a 
couple. I remember one fam- 
ily in which four cousins were 
mongoloid. I also know of a 
rather psychotic man who has 
one mongoloid child and ano- 
ther mentally retarded child 
who isn't mongoloid. 

Many mongoloid children, 
perhaps especially those with 
an imperfect heart, die rather 
early. I knew of-one mongo- 
loid woman who. was. still 
alive at-the age of 70, but she 
was exceptional. Many are 
physically frail. I know of no 
good treatment to make them 
brighter. but they can benefit 
much from good training and 
from being with intelligent 
and loving people who can 


help them to develop.

The change in home designs, construction materials and 
heating during the past 25 years has created difficulties for 
gardeners who wish to store living, but dormant, plants or 
their roots for a six-month period from the end of September. 

None of the plants in the list under discussion requires a 
dry warm atmosphere in winter. None requires a 
temperature above 50 deg. F., all need to be protected from 
frost and excessive dampness. 

Dahlia tubers after they are cleaned want frost-free,

slightly humid conditions such as we used to find on the earth 
floor of a basement, or in the corner farthest from the coal 
furnace in a cement-floored basement. 


To parallel this we might cover the cleaned tubers with 
dry sand in boxes or flats and try to find a place whose 
temperature does not often rise above 45 deg. F. 

Begonia tubers will take a 50 deg. F. if covered with dry 
peatmoss. Canna roots can be stored in pots of dry soil at the 
same. 

Fuchsias are almost hardy to our outdoor winters. Indeed 
most of them are better off there. In soils well-drained and a 
location with protection of shrubs and ‘trees on the northeast, 
fuchsias can be left in the ground. 

The only extra protection needed would be a few dried 
twigs or branches stuck in the ground to keep a portion of the 
stems at soil level from freezing 

In severe weather dry peatmoss could be heaped at the 
base of these fuchsias. 

Geraniums are the most tender of the group on this list, 
and most difficult to provide with perfect conditions. A 
sunroom with light on three sides and between 50 and 60 deg 
F. enables them to be kept in moderate growth during 
winter. 

To keep geraniums dormant without growing is difficult. 
The roots are best if packed into pots or boxes, and kept 
between 40 and 50 deg. F. with only a touch of water on the 
soil once or twice during winter.

Mongoloid Child 
Has Many Problems | 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 


In ‘‘Today’s Health’ re- 
cently there was a fine article 
on mongoloid children by Dr. 
Cyrus W. Stimson, who is an 


| expert on the disease. He is 


director of a laboratory in 
Northville, Mich. In the Uni- 
ted States, some 6,000 mongo- 
loid children are born every 


year. Commonly, they are 
| born’ to women who are 
having their children late, 


perhaps in their 40s. Having 
children late adds greatly to 
the danger of bearing a 
mongoloid. 

We doctors refer to this 
trouble as Down’s syndrome 
(a syndrome is a group of 
symptoms), because a doctor 
named Dr. Langdon Dewn 
first reported the trouble. 
How did these children come 
to be called ‘‘mongoloids'’? 
Because the eyes may slant a 
bit, and they may have 
curved folds in the upper lids 
close to the nose, which make 
the observer think of a 
Mongol child. These children 
are practically all ‘mentally 
retarded, and hence are slow 
in developing. Fortunately, 
they are nearly always good- 


| natured and affectionate. As a 


mother of one such child 
wrote me a while ago, her 


little boy was loved by 
everyone on the block.

syndrome can be recognized 
because of a number of 
features even more significant 
than the shape of the eye and 
eyelid. The back part of his 


tongue may be a bit too large 
for the mouth, the neck may

rubber baby. Mothers will 
sometimes say that they 


recognized very early that the 
baby was too limber. with too 
soft a bedy.

taught much by his parents. If 
his intelligence is very low, he 
may do better in a school for 
retarded children. 

What is wrong with these 
children is that they were 
born with 47 ‘chromosomes 
instead of the normal 46. The 
chromosomes are microscopic 
rods in each cell which, with 
the thousands of genes_ in 
them, determine what a per- 
son is. Some of these children 
are musical and can learn to 
play the piano 


* * * 
People who have had a 
meng-loid child born to them 
will ask the doctor what 


chance they have of getting 
another mongoloid if they 
have more children. The risk 
is considerable if the mother 
is over 45, and the risk is as 
high as one in four if: she or 
her husband has an abnormal- 
ity in the chromosomes. This 
can be determined in a 
s pecial. genetic laboratory, 
usualy in a university 

I have known a few families 
in which there was more than 
one mongoloid child born to a 
couple. I remember one fam- 
ily in which four cousins were 
mongoloid. I also know.of a 
rather psychotic man who has 
one mongoloid child and ano- 
ther mentally retarded child 
who isn’t mongoloid. 

Many mongoloid children, 
perhaps especially those with 
an imperfect heart, die rather 
early. I knew. of one mongo- 
loid woman who was. still 
alive at the age of 70, but she 
was exceptional. Many are 
physically frail. I know of no 
good treatment to make them 
brighter, but they can benefit 
much-from good training and 
from being with intelligent 
and loving people who can
